Red White talked to me yesterday about the request he

"What's wrong with our Watch System?" You are aware that all 
senior officers, or personnel on call, are required by regulations 
to keep the Watch Office informed of their whereabouts at all times 
when they are xiot at their home or their desk. I believe that this 
is fairly faithfully followed in most of the Agency and that there is 
relatively little difficulty in locating people. 1 also consider it 
good office practice for all officers to keep their offices informed 
of their whereabouts at all times. It would seem to me that this 
would suffice for our purposes, and I wonder whether these requests 
have been thought through in this regard.
